Died Suddenly This Morning. 


Rome, July 3.—Although the con- 


dition of the Pope is still the center 
of interest, the case of Monsignor Vol- 
pini, whose death occurred early this 
morning, has attracted much atten- 
tion, not only because of his office of 
secretary of the consistorial congrega- 
tion, to which he had just been ap- 
pointed by Pope Leo, but also on ac- 
count of the manner in which he was 
seized in illness; and it is hardly pos- 
sible to describe oie sensation and 
emotion which prevailed at the Vatican 
<.vhen it was announced that he had 
died, shortly after the 
doctors had 


stated that all hope of saving his life 
was gone. 


From the moment he was stricken 


and fell to the floor, Monsignor Vol- 
pini lost the power of speech and the 
use, of the entire right side of his 
body, and ae wa* apparently uncons- 
cious when he uiert. It has been ascer- 
tained that the cause of death was 
cerebral congestion. Great care has 
been taken to keep the news of M^r 
Volpinis' illness and death from the 
Pope. 


May Recover.

occurred in the Pope's condition and 
his doctors say there ia some hope of 
his recovery.

drink water enough, or if they do, i 
is at the wrong time. \Vater may IK 
taken at the close of a meal, but i,. 
many glasses are drunk with meals 
disorders of digestion may follow 
In 


fact, the desire to drink water copious 
ly at meal-time is often an evidence of 
indigestion 
Not more than two glass- 


es of water or other liquid should be 
taken at meal-time, and practically no 
water should be drunk when soup is 
served. 


Hot water may be taken on rising 


and retiring for those who are sens! 
tive to cold during the winter months. 
Hot water 
is soothing and quickly 


absorbed. It stimulates tbe secretion 
of bile, especially if the liver is re- 
peatedly signaled by taking tbe water 
in sips. 
Cold water in the morning is 


to be preferred if there is constipation. 


Pure water washes waste products 


from the system, but impure water, 
although it may be rendered safe by 
boiling, is of little use in removing 
waste-- from the system. The protract- 
ed use of hot water internally is de- 
bilitating, as is also its too free use 
externally 
Ico-water. unless sipped 


slowly, retards digestion. Water that 


i<* refreshingly cool is best at all times 
when thfre Is no good excuse or reas- 
on for the use of hot water. 


Milk may bf taken with fish, fruit, 


eggs and cereals, but not with meat; 
and it should not be used as a bever- 
age when vegetables are 
eaten. It 


should be sipped after any food in the 
mouth is swallowed 
Coffee goes with 


meat, as do also cereal 
coffees 
and 


water. 


Tea may be taken with egjrs and
